A Million and a half Dollars“ Worth 
ot Government Goods Disposed 
of at Jeffersonvilie. 


A little after 10 o'clock yesterday the great 
sale of Government stores at Jeffersonville was 
resumed. The same bidders, with afew excep- 
tions, were those who were recognized as being 
present during the sale. We failed to mention 
among ti heavy buyers in our last report the 
names of Colonel Johu T. Sinn, of Frederick, 
Maryland; E. Keigwin, of Jeffersonville, and 


seemingly anxious to buy. It was khown that 
54,400 blankete were to be sold, and, after a smal! 
quantity of tin ware and cutlery was disposed of, 
the blankets were put up in lots of a hundred, 
with no further privilege. Almost every bidder 
here engaged. It was soon settled 
that almost all were “going it alone,” the at- 
tempt at forming rings which had been foretold 
the previous day of the sales, being a dead 
failure in this instance. All attempts at combi- 
nation utterly failed, although the night before 
the thing was attempted by certain parties at 
the Galt House, but there were too many present 
for the of the purpose. We 
therefore discover, on the morning of 
the sale, a large party of bidders 
present and each man for himself. 
Off went the biankets at good prices, flactuating 
from 10 to 15 cents on each blanket. A looked 
for B, end C was elbowing D, and the balance of 
the alphabet watch each other. Who in the h—i 
made that last bid?’ says B. What does T way 
down there starting alot at — “ Where did 
that new buyer come from?" says H. Captain. 
can’t you put those blankets up in larger lots?” 
says Q. What shance has a pig merchaat to 
puy in such leetle lots as dem“ says J. “I say, 
T. let's git dese leetle puyers outer our'n way, 
and den go for dem Western fellers shoost like 
everytings.”” What makes dese Western chaps 
pid ves us fellere cause we are Jews, beh!" says 
J. Such was the conversation, while Mr. Hulse,

customers. Capt. Hoyt, Chief Quartermaster, 
looked on complacently, letting nothing escape 
his notice, and feeling in every way that the 
excellent arrangements made by Capt. Rodgers 
for the sale were in every respect the best ever 
coming under his notice. Messrs. John Hopkins 
and Ralph Cullinan, the gentlemanly cierka, did 
everything in their power to accommodate and 
please all who chanced to come in contact with 
them in their official capacity. 

During the sale of the blankets considerable 
contention arose between the large buyers and 
the small ones. The large buyers contended that 
they had no show when the small ones run up the 
prices, the lots being small. Capt. Rodgers in- 
sisted on getting the very best prices for the 
goods. He was the agent of the Government, 
and as such intended to do his duty, regardless 
of the feelings of others. At the same time, he 
desired to please every one, if possible. Capt. 
Rodgers was applauded by the vast crowd pres- 
ent for his firm decision taken in the matter. 

Some 6,000 damaged blankets brought good 
prices. At II o’clock the great-coats were put 
up, and started off at a lively pace. They were 
put up in lots of 1% each, with the privilege of 
1,000 pieces. One hundred and sixteen thousand 
were sold. 

Here again the rings endeavored to rally, but, 
by a combined effort of those determined to ro- 
sist them, they were foiled and beaten. They 
took the first heat, but were distanced in the 
second and virtually ruled out. The Eastern 
ring was defeated by the firm stand taken by 
three Philadelphia horses and the gentleman 
from Frederick, Md. 

The ring being busted, things again went on 
swimmingly, and prices went up. A few little 
rings got mixed up in the affair and got what 
they wanted through the courtesy of some of the 
larger buyers. After having disposed of the 
small fry the big fish went in with a rush and 
ended the sale at a quarter past one o'clock r. u. 

Among the heaviest buyers at this sale, we 
may mention that Oliver Lippineott, of Chicago 
bought $800,000 worth of goods; Warner & Young, 
of Cleveland, $50,000; Goodman & Co., of New 
York, $50,000; C. H. Towashend, of New York, 
$100,000; M. J. Leon, New York, $30,000; Eli W. 
Arnold, New York, $25,000; Col. J. T. Sinn, Fred 
erick, Maryland, $80,000; Pitkin & Co., Philadel 
phia, $50,000; Doughton, Renshaw & Wilkins, Phil- 
adelphia, $30,000; Jones, Warren & Co., Philadel- 
phio, $30,000. Many others bought from one to 
ten thousand dollars’ worth. The whole sale 
amounted to about $1,300,000. 

At the close of the sale the whole party ten- 
dered their compliments to Captain Rodgers, 
superintendent & the sale, a vote of thanks for 
the uniform courtesy and fairness with which he 
had treated all. One enthusiastic individual nomi- 
nated Captain Rodgers for President, which was 
accepted by three rousing cheers by the party. 
Without a single exception all che buyers express 
themselves as highly gratitied at the excellent 
arrangements made by those officiating at the 
sale. 

‘The largest sale of Government goods ever 
made has been that during the week, and the 
largest that willever take place. Those in at- 
tendance mostly stopped at the Galt House, and 
speak in high terms of the accommodations ren- 
dered them by that prince of landlords, Col. 
J.P. Johnson. They will not be able to close up 
matters, perhaps, for a day or two. Never be- 
fore was a more high-toned and honerable set of 
commercial gentlemen thrown together than 
those who have been attending this sale, 


STILL TRUE TO HIM. 


A Sweetheart that Won’t Swear 
Against Her Brutal Lover. 

On the 17th inst. John Cousins, colored, was 
arrested by officers Hines and Adams, and placed 
im jail, on the charge of cutting and seriously 
wounding, on the 23d of last month, Sarah Locke, 
a negro woman with whom he has been living for 
the past six years, on Chestnut street, between 
Sixth and Seventh. It appears that they were 
walking together on Green street, when a diff 
culty occurred between them, and Cousins drew 
a knife and cut Sarah twice upon the hand and 
once in the side, inflicting a very severe wound 
Cousins was presented in the City Court for trial 
yesterday morning. Although the evidence 
against him was incontestible, Sarah testified in 
favor of her brutal companion, avowing that she 
had received no wound at bis hand. Ellen Locke, 
her sister, and Henry Fisher, colored, testified 
that they saw her when she came in, soon after 
the affair, bleeding from the wounds, and that 
they dressed the wound in the side, Henry press 
ing the gash together While Ellen applied the 
plasters. Sarah persisted in swearing that all 
this evidence was false, whereupon she was ar- 
rested for false swearing, and, in default of $200, 
placed in jail to await a new hearing this morn- 
ing, when both cases will be disposed of. 


The Loss ot a Housekeeper. 


A difficulty occurred yesterday morning at 
the Boone Market-house, which was somewhat 
amusing and created no little excitement. Mr. 
Walters, one of the butchers, being a single gon 
tleman, has had an unmarried sister keeping 
house for him. She has long been receiving the 
attentions of abandsome young fellow, who, a 
few days ago, stole her away and married her. 
Mr. Walters was considerably enraged at this 
conduct, but concluded to make no fuss about 
it. The young husband on the next day 
returned to the house, and, as Mr. W. states, 
stole all her clothes, jewelry, &c., and conveyed 
them to her newhome. This was too much, and 
Mr. Walters determined to have revenge. Les- 
terday morning he seized his long butcher-knife 
and ran at the brcther-in-law as if he intended 
to do some sharp work.

The loss 
sustained by Walters is that he has no one now 
to keep house for him. Ha was accordingly ad 
vised to get married, which he will probably do in 
a short time. 


New Boring Machine. 

The firm of Boyle & Roach, contractors, have 
recently purchased a steam-drill of great power, 
which they are using on the canal It stands 
upon an iron tripod, each leg of which is like a 
jack-screw. The latter enables the drill to be 
lowered or raised at pleasure. The steam gets 
to it from the engine througha long hose. The 
piston makes three hundred strokes in a minute, 
and falls with a power equal to eleven hundred 
pounds. It can borea hole three feet through a 
solid flint rock in twenty or thirty minutes. The 
same work done by bands would require nearly 
two days. It issaid that this machine is the only 
one of the kind that has ever been brought here. 
It is a very wonderful and curious piece of 
mechanism. 


Probable Fatal Accident.
